T he p ossibility that Ben- 
senv ille may su e the City of 
Chicago as a resu lt of jet noise 
loomed briefly at Thu rsd ay ’s 
v illage board meeting.

They charged that jet aircraft 
at Los Angeles Internati(» ial 
Airp ort threatens their liv es and 
their p ocketbooks. 
THE 
HOMEOWNERS, 
who 
liv e near the airp ort’s north 
ru nway , maintained that the 
noise has d ep riv ed them of the 
chance to make financially fa­ 
v orable sales of their homes 
and ownmercial stru ctu res. 


It was also alleged that jets 
u sing the ru nway v iolate the 
p rop erty owners’ air sp ace and 
that noise and jet fu mes imp air 
the enjoy ment of their p rop erty .

Tru stee Frank Focht said a 
d elay su ch as that cou ld p re­ 
v ent an emergency v ehicle su ch 
as an ambu lance or fire tru ck 
from getting throu gh.

A p rogram su ch as Janis 


wou ld find welcome mats at the 
feeet of v illage officials as the 
cou ncil is often the target of 
criticism on the cond ition of lo­ 
cal streets by irate resid ents. 
Bu t last week’s annou ncement 
by Janis on the wid ening p lans 
for the bu sy intersection was 
somewhat of a su rp rise in itself, 
althou gh su ch a p roject has 
been on the books for sev eral 
y ears.

Now he wants to come back 
as a cand id ate for v illage p resi­ 
d ent.

T h e possibility that Ben­ 
senville may sue the City of 
Chicago as a result of jet noise 
loomed briefly at Thursday’s 
village board meeting. 

Fred L. Sieging 
asked the board attorney to in­ 
vestigate the facts of a case in 
Los Angeles where 94,000 resi­ 
dents of Inglewood sued the city 
for $2.8 billion. 
They charged that jet aircraft 
at Los Angeles International 
Airport threatens their lives and 
their pocketbooks. 
THE 
HOMEOWNERS, 
who 
live near the airport’s north 
runway, maintained that the 
noise has deprived them of the 
chance to make financially fa­ 
vorable sales of their homes 
and commercial structures. 


It was also alleged that jets 
using the runway violate the 
property owners’ air space and 
that noise and jet fumes impair 
the enjoyment of their property. 
Sieging suggested that Atty. 
William A. Redmond study the 
case and possibly work with 
Schiller Park Mayor Edward 
Bluthardt.

The lu cky few this winter will 
v isit Flo rida or California. The 
rest of u s can catch some of the 
sou thern atmosp here by keep ing 
a dwarf p otted citru s tree in ou r 
homes as hou sep lants. 
The most p op u lar item is the 
calamondin orange, which is 
sold in six o r eight-inch p ots. 
Other dwarf citru s that may be 
grown are orange, grap efru it, 
lemon 
and 
mandarin 
trees. 
These, howev er, req u ire large 
tu bs for their more ex tensiv e 
root sy stems. 


Calamondins that are seen i 
the Chicago area are u su ally ' 
sold with green marble-sized 
fru it that rip ens into an attrac­ 
tiv e orange. Another attractiv e 
featu re of the calamondin or­ 
ange is that the ex tremely fra­ 
grant, small, white blossoms 
are p rodu ced along with the ri- 
p e n i n g fru it. Unfortu nately 
these small blossoms seldom 
dev elop into fru it u nder the dim 
conditions of most homes. 
Other 
green thu mbs 
start 
their own citru s from grap efru it 
or orange seeds. Howev er, these 
p eop le mu st not ex p ect to ob­ 
tain fru it for sev eral y ears. 
Like ap p les, it takes 
many 
y ears for citru s to start p rodu c­ 
ing fru it, ev en ou tdoors. Bu t 
withou t fru it and blossoms, the 
citru s family can make v ery at­ 
tractiv e hou sep lants becau se of 
the dark green, glossy foliage. 
CITRUS CAN be grown in al­ 
most any well drained soil. A 
mix tu re of eq u al p arts of p eat, 
garden loam and p erlite makes 
a su p erior soil. If the garden 
loam is not u sed, the mix tu re 
will be so light that the p lant 
will tu mble ov er. 
Becau se this is a semi-trop ic­ 
al p lant which tolerates a wide 
range of warm temp eratu res, 70 
to 9 0 degrees is desirable. How­ 
ev er, below 55 degrees the p lant 
deteriorates. 
The p otted citru s grou p is 
a 
great u ser of fertilizer. Withou t 
it, the leav es tu rn a sickly y el­ 
low. With too mu ch fertilizer, 
the p lants are ov erstimu lated 
and p rodu ce an abu ndance of 
leggy stems and leav es bu t no 


flowers. The trick, obtaining 
ju st the right balance so that 
liberal fru iting resu lts, has been 
a horticu ltu ral secret known 
only to a few Flo rida growers. 
Ev en so, it is necessary to 
fertilize abou t ev ery fiv e weeks 
to keep the p lants green. When 
the p lants become leggy it is 
necessary to p ru ne back the top 
q u ite heav ily . 
The 
resu lting 
p lant will re-sp rou t and thicken 
into a bu shy shap e. Fertilization 
shou ld be stop p ed o r redu ced 
following su ch a p ru ning, u ntil 
the growth has come ou t and 
matu red. If this sev ere p ru ning 
is not done, the top s ou tgrow 
the root sy stem in abou t two 
y ears. 
THE PRUNING is best done 
in March. Drastically redu ce 
the amou nt of water ap p lied u n­ 
til new sp rou ts ap p ear. These 
sp rou ts may take as long as a 
month to dev elop . Citru s p lants 
are an attractiv e sou v enir of 
the Sou th. Howev er, don’t ex ­ 
p ect too mu ch from them. 
Green fru it will rip en and ma­ 
tu re and fragrant flowers will 
be p rodu ced. Bu t seldom does a 
second crop ap p ear.

CITRUS CAN be grown in al­ 
most any well drained soil. A 
mixture of equal parts of peat, 
garden loam and perlite makes 
superior soil. If the garden 
loam is not used, the mixture 
will be so light that the plant 
will tumble over. 
Because this is a semi-tropic­ 
al plant which tolerates a wide 
range of warm temperatures, 70 
to 90 degrees is desirable. How­ 
ever, below 55 degrees the plant 
deteriorates.

mblic meeting of the Mental 
Health Society citizens com- 
m it te e and legislators last 
Thursday . 
The outcome, according to 
Mrs. Anita Fleming a t the 
society and citizens committee, 
is that a mental health referen­ 
dum will probably be initiated 
by her groups sometime in the 
distant future. This would set 
up a separate tax ing body with 
a five or ten cent levy . 
The legislative means of ob­ 
taining the means to support 
such a program could not be 
agreed upon with an audience 
that included governmental offi­ 
cials on many levels, as well as 
public and mental health wwk- 
ers. 
State Sen. J ack Knuepfer (R- 
Elmhurst) presented the bill he 
proposed to send to the legisla­ 
ture if he has the support o i the 
county board of supervisors. 


THE BILL, which was an 
amended form of a bill sup­ 
ported by the society last y ear 
and passed by the legislature 
but vetoed by the then Gov. 
Samuel Shapiro, did not get the 
approval 
the society Thurs­ 
day night. 
The objections to the proposed 
bill and the process by which 
they were formed incurred the 
ire of the society and the citi- 
znes committee, as well as sev­ 
eral others in the audience. 
Instead of five cents per $1,- 
000 of assessed value, the biU is 
asking for 10 cents. 
The first five cents would be 
used for general health and the 
nex t five cents specifically for 
mental health. But if all the 
money is not needed for mental 
health, it can be applied else­ 
where for public health. 
THE BILL, aimed for DuPage 
with its special applications to 
counties of 300,000 to one million 
residents, also gives the county 
board leeway in the number of 
members on the advisory com­ 
mittee from three to nine. 
The society , according to Mrs. 
Fleming, has told Sen. Knuepfer 
that it cannot support the bill 
and has asked him to table it. 
She said the bill is “ permissive 
legislation” , that doesn’t guar­ 
antee a program. 
“ Suppose y ou bought a cat in 
a poke, and then where does 
mental health go?” she said. 
The society also feels that the 


permissiv^iess of the bill to cut 
back the advisory committee to 
three members rather than a 
larger nember was a drawback 
tothebilL 
They also objected to the 
changes wrought without their 
knowledge. 
SO THE society may try for a 
referendum to establish a men­ 
tal health district and levy a 
five or 10 cent tax as provided 
in House Bill 708, passed in 
1963. 
Both the Knuepfer bill and 
House Bill 708 contain a defini­ 
tive “ comprehOTsive” mental 
health program. 
Others supported the bill or a 
concept of a “ unified effort.” 
In sui^x at of the Knuepfer 
bill, 38th Dist. House Rep. Mrs. 
Robert Dy er (R-Hinsdale) said 


“ Let’s not create a separate 
board to deal with only <me 
phase (rf public health — it may 
box y ou in later.” 
Others called for not “ fractur­ 
ing” facilities that a separate 
district may create. 
A DOCTOR fr<Mn the board of 
health, under which the mental 
health services are currently 
operated, urged that the society 
and citizens’ committee “ si^ 
port funds for health — in­ 
cluding mental health.” 
One wMnan, who described 
her eight-y ear old child as 
“ emotionaUy 
disturbed 
psy ­ 
chotic borderline” , told of a 
three y ear-search for help for 
their child.

Bensenv ille poUution coatrol 
officer Richard Young will be 
able to measure the noise lev els 
of jet aircraft with the acquisi­ 
tion of a $3,000 dev ice. 
Young obtained the dev ice, a 
combination sound lev el meter 
and octav e band analy zer, from 
B & K Instruments of Clev e­ 
land, Ohio. 
He said it will be used to pro­ 
v ide statistical information to 
the Federal Av iation Adminis­ 
tration (FAA) and area plan­ 
ning commissions for control of 
noise from jet aircraft, highway 
traffic, and industrial plants. 
Bensenv ille presently has a 
noise ordinance. Young said, 
but that it had no way of mea­ 
suring noise. Now that this is 
possible. Young will make a 
surv ey of the v illage in March. 
One of the first places the de­ 
v ice will be used is at the east- 
west runway on the south end of 
O’Hare Airport. Aircraft using 
this runway fly ov er north Du- 
Page County .

Meter to Measure Jet 
Noise Level Obtained 


Bensenville 
Bensenville pollution control 
officer Richard Young will be 
abie to measure the noise levels 
of jet aircraft with the acquisi­ 
tion of a $3,000 device. 
Young obtained the device, a 
combination sound level meter 
and octave band analyzer, from 
B & K Instruments of Cleve­ 
land, Ohio. 
He said it will be used to pro­ 
vide statistical information to 
the Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration (FAA) and area plan­ 
ning commissions for control of 
noise from jet aircraft, highway 
traffic, and industrial plants. 
Bensenville presently has a 
noise ordinance, Young said, 
but that it had no way of mea­ 
suring noise. Now that this is 
possible, Young will make a 
survey of the village in March. 
One of the first places the de­ 
vice will be used is at the east- 
west runway on the south end of 
O’Hare Airport. Aircraft using 
this runway fly over north Du- 
Page County.

which have presented the vil­ 
lage with a pollution problem. 
Am stead 
Research 
Labora­ 
tories, 340 County Line Road, 
recently brought its steel pro* 
ducing facilities into compliance 
with local and state air pollu­ 
tion regulations, he said.

equipment to reduce air pollu­ 
tion, Young explained.

SOME PEOPLE really are against co nservatio n. 
It’s alway s a surprise wh en y o u disco ver th at, bcause y o u 
just assume every o ne is fo r it, in th at casual, no -o ffense-intended 
way th at th ey ’re fo r go o d h ealth and o range sh erbet. 
Th ey do n’t get very excited abo ut it, and th ey do n’t clamo r 
and picket fo r it, and th ey h ardly ever do any th ing in its name. 
But if y o u ask th em righ t o ut, th ey ’ll co ncede th at, y es, it’s a 
go o d th ing, and it’s nice to keep th e water clean and th e birds 
fly ing.

One o f my favo rite places o n all th is glo be is a little piece o f 
Mich igan’s Upper Peninsula called Onto no gan Co unty . 
Th ere is still so meth ing o f th e wilderness abo ut it, and it’s 
go o d fo r th e mind and th e so ul because it is y et so tranq uil. 
But if y o u kno w its sto ry , y o u kno w th ere is also so meth ing a 
little eerie and very sad abo ut it, and so meth ing pro fo und in 
co mmentary abo ut wh at can h appen wh en we’re careless abo ut 
pro tecting th e natural th ings aro und us. 
Th at co untry , in a way , is a gravey ard to man’s h o pe, ambi­ 
tio n and enterprise, buried by th o se lesser q ualities, rapaci(His- 
ness and greed. 
Th e to mbsto nes are q uite real, scattered all abo ut amo ng th e 
weeds and brush , and th ro ugh fo rest co ver th at’s no t much mo re 
th an a generatio n o ld. Yo u stumble o n th em fro m time to time, 
great, ro tting h ulks th at seem o ut o f place, o f a fo rgo tten age. 
Th ey are stumps, pine stumps, remains y et so massive 
th at th e trees th at th rust up fro m th em must h ave been just 
big eno ugh fo r 10 men to encircle. 
Th ey o nce co vered all o f th at land, much like th e redwo o d 
fo rests we cling to no w, trees so straigh t, th ick and tall th at men 
gasped to lo o k at th em.

Perhap s there were ju stified 
griev an ces which deman ded a co u rse o f 
actio n to be tak en , bu t that which fo llo w­ 
ed at the Un iv ersity o f Chicago was n o t 
co n sisten t within the framewo rk o f De­ 
mo cracy . In stead, the p attern fo llo wed 
the fo rmu la o f Karl Marx , n amely — the 
fo rcefu l o v erthro w o f the establishmen t. 
A u n iv ersity rep resen ts all the histo r­ 
ic achiev emen ts o f man k in d. As a histo r­ 
ic an d cu ltu ral cen ter; as a reflectio n o f 
man in his p eak in tellectu al achiev e­ 
men t, the u n iv ersity stan ds fo r all that is 
go o d an d decen t an d time tested. Where 
the p o wer o f tho u ght has maStery o v er 
easily u n leashed p hy sical fan aticism. 
When a min o rity o f 6 p er cen t can 
p rev en t a majo rity o f stu den ts fro m re­ 
ceiv in g their edu catio n , an edu catio n fo r 
which they hav e sweated an d scro u n ged 
an d sacrificed themselv es the last 16 
y ears, so that they can co me away with 
the k n o wledge which will so me day 
mak e them their o wn bo sses, which will 
p ro v ide a better life fo r their families, 
when su ch actio n bears fru it, so methin g 
mu st be wro n g with the sy stem, with the 
so ciety , with the admin istratio n which 
do es n o t p rev en t this chao tic chain o f 
ev en ts.

Hoffman Bill 
Merits Support 


A bill setting procedures for Il­ 
linois’ Constitutional 
Convention 
has been introduced on behalf of 
t h e 
2 1-member 
Constitutional 
Study Commission by State Rep. 
Gene Hoffman (R-Elmhurst). 


We believe it wisely disposes of 
the main issues involved in con­ 
vention mechanics, and we hope 
the legislature will approve it with­ 
out wandering down a lot of side 
paths. 


The youthful Hoffman, head of 
the social studies department at 
Fenton High School, was singled 
out to introduce the measure in the 
House because many of the key is­ 
sues voted by the commission in 
crafting the bill followed his mo­ 
tions. Other factors make 
the 
choice of Hoffman appropriate: He 
is a thoughtful man, deeply con­ 
cerned about good government and 
constitutional reform. His integrity 
and commitment to good govern­ 
ment are unquestioned by his fel­ 
low legislators. And he has the 
ability to separate himself from 
narrow partisan interests. 


Joining Hoffman in sponsoring 
the bill and shepherding it through 
the legislature are six other legis­ 
lators who serve on the study com­ 
mission, including Rep. Eugenia S. 
Chapman (D-Arlington Heights). 


The three most meaningful con­ 
troversies over convention me­ 
chanics affect selection of dele­ 
gates. 


The commission recommended 
delegates run without party labels, 
and we believe this is essential to 
the success of the convention. We 
cannot have a Republican or a 


Democratic constitution but must 
have one which addresses itself to 
the needs of the whole state. 


Commission members also rec­ 
ommended that public officials, in­ 
cluding legislators, be permitted to 
seek election as delegates and to 
serve, without pay. The legislature 
contains some of the state’s top ex­ 
perts on government. Permitted to 
serve in a non-partisan convention, 
they could make significant contri­ 
butions. Whether this provision is 
in conflict with the present con­ 
stitution will have to be settled in 
court. 


Finally, the commission bill es­ 
tablishes primary elections in each 
district where more than two can­ 
didates are contesting for each 
available seat. The primary would 
add a measure of confusion to the 
delegate selection, but the study 
group feared, with some justifica­ 
tion, that a free-for-all general 
election, with the possibility of 40 
or 50 candidates splitting the votes 
in some districts, would give seats 
to radical groups with small but 
hard-core followings. 


Each state senate district will 
send two delegates to the con­ 
vention, and the study commis­ 
sion’s primary plan would help in­ 
sure no more than four broadly 
representative candidates in the 
final election. 


These issues directly affect the 
character and composition of the 
Constitutional Convention. 
Some 
other issues have been raised, but 
they are relatively minor and 
should not be permitted to cloud 
the convention in controversy.

D e m a n d s countered with insult,

Challenges founded on history have 
resulted in demands for retribution that 
are in no uncertain terms unfair to the 
overhwelming majority of America. 
THE 
FOOLISHNESS 
of 
a 
“Jim 
Crow” or “Uncle Tom” label on the seg­ 
ments of Negro society who have set out 
to get “a piece of the action” through 
legitimate means — the private enter­ 
prise system and the courts — ap­ 
proaches the insanity of the extreme 
right in their infamous witchhunting. 


To be sure, Anglo-Saxon America did 
a lot of injustice to the national, ethnic 
and racial groups who have immigrated 
and made significant contributions to the 
position of unchallengeable wealth and 
confort found anywhere in the United 
States. 
Anywhere? What other country in the 
world considers $3,000 income a poverty 
level? 


SOCIAL MISTAKES have been made, 
and we have learned from them. Other 
minority groups have been subjugated, 
but through largely their own effort have 
become a working part of American de­ 
velopment in the last 300 years. 


This effort is being undertaken now 
by another minority group, and the suc­ 
cesses they have recorded thus far are 
to their credit. But we can’t afford to 
stop with only partial involvement; the 
challenges of the 1970’s, and 1980’s go 
well beyond the bickering founded on 
race that we have somehow all endured 
for the past IOO years. 
Prompted by some, white America 
through legislation and enforcement un­ 
dertook the protection of rights for black 
America. Black America is beginning to 
respond through efforts in education and 
capitalistic enterprise. 
Again, it’s white America’s turn to re­ 
spond to this initial effort that could be 
the key to ending the civil rights strife in 
the United States. 
Let’s get rid of the labels. 
WHY NOT DROP the words “Negro,” 
“Colored,” “Nigger” and others from 
the vocabulary? Why not begin to recog­ 
nize John Jones, Negro, as just John 
Jones, a guy out to earn a living like 
everyone else? 
If we can successfully demonstrate 
simple good faith, perhaps the militants 
with their ugly demands and threats 
might prove to be nothing more than a 
few meaningless nuts, with no power 
base, no authority, and a platform of in­ 
sanity. 
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Rebels Devour Democracy 


Within the span of a few months, a 
hard core of young rebels have again 
taken over a university internationally 
famous as a cultural and intellectual 
center. Perhaps there were justified 
grievances which demanded a course of 
action to be taken, but that which follow­ 
ed at the University of Chicago was not 
consistent within the framework of De­ 
mocracy. Instead, the pattern followed 
the formula of Karl Marx, namely — the 
forceful overthrow of the establishment. 
A university represents all the histor­ 
ic achievements of mankind. As a histor­ 
ic and cultural center; as a reflection of 
man in his peak intellectual achieve­ 
ment, the university stands for all that is 
good and decent and time tested. Where 
the power of thought has mastery over 
easily unleashed physical fanaticism. 
When a minority of 6 per cent can 
prevent a majority of students from re­

Vargas Lesson: Poverty 
War Our Responsibility 


It was heart-warming to read of the 
response of individuals to the plight of 
the Vargas family, which you have been 
covering in your paper. 
A more appropriate title for the 
“Family is Evicted” story might be 
“Housing is Found Unfit for Human 
Habitation.” This is not the first such 
exposure of inadequate housing in our 
area. If you will recall, there was con­ 
cern about changing housing conditions 
after two young children died in a blaze 
that burnt down the chicken-coop like 
house their family lived in on Algonquin 
Road. 
Now two years later, people live in 
the same sort of wretched housing. Just 
who are the poor in the Northwest Sub­ 
urbs? According to the 1966 census of the 
six townships in northwest Cook County, 
there are approximately 700 
families 
with incomes of under $4,000 a year and 
an average of 4.1 children. Many were at 
one time and some still are involved in 
agricultural type jobs (including land­ 
scaping and nursery work). They came, 
like most of the non-poor residents of the

Over the years I pf 
have rejected most of 
what I learned at St. Cl 
Pat’s . . . but nostalgic 
memories of that innocent, gay, man­ 
less world linger. 
Even back in the 40’s we knew St. 
Pat’s was a mediocre school. The phys­ 
ics lab and the home Ec department had 
already closed because of lack of equip­ 
ment. 
THE SCHOOL was worn out 
and 
flaky, unable to prepare us for the life 
ahead. Still, there was the library if you 
wanted to dig out answers the teachers 
couldn’t supply, and there was laughter . 
The gym was so small, girls guarding 
a basketball player were frequently 
smashed into a wall following a jump- 
ball. 
Eating facilities consisted of chairs, 
tables and a paper bag lunch from 
home. 
Decision making was kept to a min­ 
imum, because there were only four 
courses offered each year. 
We all wore baggy blue and white 
suits and no make-up and that sure 
saves deciding what shade eye shadow 
to use each morning. 
BUSES TOOK US from the city to St. 
Pat’s. The bus was the best part of the 
educational package, because it was our 
only contact with men. 
You couldn’t graduate from the place 
without having at least one crush on a 
bus driver. Some bus driver was prob­ 
ably spoiled for life as a result of the 
loving attentions received from hordes of 
man-starved teen-agers who clustered 
a r o u n d him running their fingers 


through his hair and leaning their Maid- 
en-forms on his shoulder. 
A driver became so intoxicated by 
this treatment he ran amuck one after­ 
noon and caromed the ancient school 
bus down Northwest Highway, dodging 
traffic on both sides of the street while 
the girls howled their delight and en­ 
couragement. 
We wore jeans to school and changed 
in the hall in front of our lockers before 
the principal could catch us. 
We smoked cigarettes on the curb 
facing Touhy Ave. The manless exis­ 
tence made us rather careless, and the 
girls were inclined to neglect tucking 
their skirts modestly as they hunched 
over their cigarettes. 
FOR A MAN, it was a dangerous 
stretch to drive at that hour of the day. 
Oglers had some near-misses. 
The magnificent St. Pat’s basketball 
games forever convinced me women 
were the ferocious sex. Kneeings, hair- 
pulling, scratching and elbows to the 
face, were an accepted part of the game. 
The only thing preventing complete may­ 
hem was the girls-basketball rule stop­ 
ping the offense and defense at the mid 
line. The non-participating players would 
line up on the center line and scream 
epithets at the opposing team. 
Our pleasures were simple in those 
days. I remember sitting near 
the 
fenced-in nun’s wash yard, with a crowd 
of girls, who roared their delight as the 
wind billowed through the nun’s girdles 
hanging on the line. They were large 
girdles, and it tickled us to see somber 
Sister Holy Ghost’s pink corset dancing 
like a demented dervish in the April 
wind. 
IT WAS A mediocre school, but it 
didn t interfere with my education be­ 
cause it had a library. For four years it 
gave me a chance to laugh and do my 
own thing and be a free and uninhibited 
girl before taking on the up-tight respon­ 
sibilities of womanhood. 
There are times when I look at the 
high school co-eds of today, surfeited 
with steady boy friends and big business 
sex, and I remember those raucous bus 
rides, the frantic basketball games, play­ 
ing poker in the lunchroom, watching 
nuns’ girdles in the breeze and sitting 
under a tree on a warm May afternoon 
reading poetry with my friends. 
It was a time that is Gone With the 
Wind.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL Convention 
undoubtedly will be asked to look at 
township government. There will be pro­ 
posals to abolish or change it. There will 
be stiff campaigns mounted to preserve 
it in its current status, and the ever pre­ 
sent threat exists that if the Con-Con 
does anything too radical a propaganda 
effort will be conducted against approv­ 
ing its recommendations. 
It seems to me Con-Con should do one 
of two things with the township: radi­ 
cally expand its role or radically cut it 
back, perhaps even eliminate it in met­ 
ropolitan areas. 
Townships are caught in a situation 
where they are neither vital nor easily 
eliminated. 
IN RECENT YEARS, the legislature 
has given them a new role — making 
community good wall gifts of their extra 
funds. Schools, mental health associ­ 
ations. historical societies, Over 50 Clubs 
all have come to depend on township 
handouts. It’s the only level of govern­ 
ment with more money than responsi­ 
bility. 
Reducing this gift-giving role will be 
fought — hard. 
There is nothing wrong with township 
government. It was designed as a form 
of local government in rural areas, and 
it fits the needs of rural areas perfectly. 
It fills basic needs — like back road 
maintenance and emergency help for 
needy members of the community. It is 
enough local government for rural areas 
that neither want nor need a lot of local 
government. Outside Cook County, ifs 
traditionally been the basis for county 
board representation, but one-man, one- 
vote standards are ending that. 
The trouble is the Illinois Constitution 
imposes township government on in­ 
corporated as well as unincorporated 
areas. 
WHO NEEDS two levels of local gov­ 
ernment? 
The wisest solution would be to limit 
township jurisdiction to unincorporated 
areas. When a community annexes land, 
it should assume the town’s responsi­ 
bility. 
People living in unincorporated areas 
would benefit because the town would re­ 
main their servant rather than falling 
under the numerical control of people 
who have little interest in it. 
On the other hand, if township fans 
are going to dig in their heels and refuse 
to permit this kind of change, it is their 
responsibility to propose a rational al­ 
ternative. 
PERHAPS it is the townships that 
should swallow and become the munici­ 
palities. In suburban Cook County, it 
would make a lot of sense to incorporate 
full-service communities along township 
or sim ila r lines.

at least 40 of these scattered 
throu ghou t northwest Codic and 
north Du Page counties. 
I n 
ap p earance, 
the 
con­ 
v enience-ty p e food store may 
not mu ch resemble the neigh­ 
borhood grocery of 
childhood 
memories. 
Produ cts 
on 
the 
shelv es hav e changed some­ 
what. 
Milk and bread are still the 
m o s t 
frequ ently 
p u rchased 
items. Bu t the real commodity 
that p eop le are buy ing is con­ 
v enience, and the only mer­ 
chandise the store really has to 
offer is friendliness and serv ice. 
T H I N K THE conv enience 
store settles along major roads 
to attract the trav eler as cus­ 
tomer? 
Not so. The 20th centu ry ’s an­ 
swer to the “ma and p a” ty p e 
bu siness is out to win the cus­ 
tomer loy alty of the nearby 
residents. Likely , the store own­ 
er is a neightor in the same 
subdiv ision or ap artment build­ 
ings himself. 
Armed with the p arent orga­ 
nizations* market analy ses, the 
store owner knows his neighbor­ 
hood, the nu mber of family 
u nits in the area, and the socio­ 
economic background. 
Most of an, he knows his p a­ 
trons — that a majority wiU 
driv e to the store, ev en through 
they liv e only a few blocks 
away ; that his av erage custom­ 
er 
v isit the store 4.3 times 
a week aiid likely wiU be a man 
or child on a mission; that p u r­ 
chases win be less than fiv e 
items; that most cu stomers wiU 
come on Sunday s and holiday s 
and between the hou rs of 7 to 9 
a.m. and 5 to 10 p .m.; and that 
in ex cess of a qu arter-million 
p eop le win come in the store in 
one y ear.

WHEN INDIVIDUAL efforts 
failed to imp ede the increase in 
the nu mber of these horseless 
carriages, they joined together 
and in 1908 formed the “Farm-

A nti-A u to 
Protectiv e 
Society ” which attemp ted to en­ 
force the following “Safety ” 
ru les on the owners of the na­ 
tion’s first automobiles. 
1. Automobiles mu st be sea­ 
sonally p ainted — that is, so 
they wiU merge with the p astor­ 
al ensemble and not be start­ 
ling. They mu st be green in 
sp ring, golden in su mmer, red 
in au tu mn and white in winter. 
2. 
O n discov ering an ap ­ 
p roaching team of horses, the 
automobilist mu st stop off-side 
and cov er his machine with a 
t a r p 
a u l i n p ainted with the 
scenery . 
3. In case a horse will not 
p ass an automobile, not with­ 
standing the scenic tarp au lin, 
the automobilist wiH take the 


machine ap art as rap idly as 
p ossible aiKl conceal the p arts 
in the grass. 
4. In 
case 
an 
automobile 
makes a team ru n away , the 
p enalty will be $50 for the first 
mile, $100 for the second, $200 
for the third, etc., that the team 
ru ns in addition to the usual 
damages. 
5. On ap p roaching a corner 
where he cannot command a 
v iew of the road ahead, the au­ 
tomobilist mu st stop not less 
than 100 y ards from the tu rn, 
toot his horn, ring a bell or, fire 
a rev olv er.

Show, held in 1901 in the old Co­ 


liseum, for the most were more 
on the humorous than derogato­ 
ry side.

was once a suspected and de­ 
nounced machine. 
It was scorned and ridiculed 
and termed a threat to man’s 
livelihood. It scared pedestrians 
and especially horses, causing 
them to bolt and at times in­ 
jured not only the animal, but 
its rider or those in the car­ 
riage it pulled. 
The auto faced a number (rf 
obstacles the auto had to sur­ 
mount before reaching the stat­ 
us it now enjoys. Most deter­ 
mined were the farmers, who 
admittedly suffered most during 
those early days of noisey and 
smoking engines. 
WHEN INDIVIDUAL efforts 
failed to impede the increase in 
the number of these horseless 
carriages, they joined together 
and in 1908 formed the “ Farm- 
e r s * 
A n t i-Auto 
Protective 
Society” which attempted to en­ 
force the following “ Safety” 
rules on the owners of the na­ 
tion’s first automobiles. 
1. Automobiles must be sea­ 
sonally painted — that is, so 
they will merge with the pastor­ 
al ensemble and not be start­ 
ling. They must be green in 
spring, golden in summer, red 
in autumn and white in winter. 
2. On discovering an ap­ 
proaching team of horses, the 
automobilist must stop off-side 
and cover his machine with a 
t a r p a u l i n painted with the 
scenery. 
3. In case a horse will not 
pass an automobile, not with­ 
standing the scenic tarpaulin, 
the automobilist will take the 


machine apart as rapidly as 
possible and conceal the parts 
in the grass. 
4. In 
case 
an 
automobile 
makes a team run away, the 
penalty will be $50 for the first 
mile, $100 for the second, $200 
for the third, etc., that the team 
: runs in addition to the usual 
damages. 
5. On approaching a corner 
where he cannot command a 
view of the road ahead, the au­ 
tomobilist must stop not less 
than IOO yards from the turn, 
toot his horn, ring a bell or, fire 
a revolver. 
NEWSPAPER 
COMMENTS

Show, held in 1901 in the old Co­

“There are cars that may be 
run at perfect safety at twice 
the speed attained by a car-1 
riage horse and stopped within 
half the distance that would be 
necessary to control a horse 
driven at six or eight miles an 
hour.”

When an idea has been the 
livelihood of families for almost 
as long as mankind is old, then 
goes out of business in two dec­ 
ades, does the idea have prob­ 
lems of sex appeal? 
Or: how come the old fashion­ 
ed country store has been re­ 
packaged, relocated and re-in­ 
troduced in the open market­ 
place? 
There are 8,000 convenience- 
type food stores around the 
country today, and by 1975, it is 
estimated there will be 25,OW. 
Four major chains in Chi- 
cagoland have 192 total stores, 
at least 40 of these scattered 
throughout northwest Cook and 
north DuPage counties. 
I n 
appearance, 
the 
con­ 
venience-type food store may 
not much resemble the neigh­ 
borhood grocery of 
childhood 
memories. 
Products 
on 
the 
shelves have changed some­ 
what. 
Milk and bread are still the 
m o s t 
frequently 
purchased 
items. But the real commodity 
that people are buying is con­ 
venience, and the only mer­ 
chandise the store really has to 
offer is friendliness and service. 
T H I N K THE convenience 
store settles along major roads 
to attract the traveler as cus­ 
tomer? 
Not so. The 20th century’s an­ 
swer to the “ma and pa” type 
business is out to win the cus­ 
tomer loyalty of the nearby 
residents. Likely, the store own­ 
er is a neighbor in the same 
subdivision or apartment build­ 
ings himself. 
Armed with the parent orga­ 
nizations’ market analyses, the 
store owner knows his neighbor­ 
hood, the number of family 
units in the area, and the socio­ 
economic background. 
Most of all, he knows his pa­ 
trons — that a majority will 
drive to the store, even through 
they live only a few blocks 
away; that his average custom­ 
er will visit the store 4.3 times 
a week arid likely will be a man 
or child on a mission; that pur­ 
chases will be less than five 
items; that most customers will 
come on Sundays and holidays 
and between the hours of 7 to 9 
a.m. and 5 to IO p.m.; and that 
in excess of a quarter-million 
people will come in the store in 
one year. 
To catch this average custom­ 
er, 
real 
estate 
departments 
have elaborate formulas worked 
out to determine if an area 
would support a store. The 
stores follow closely behind me­ 
dium to high density housing. 
Locations at intersections or 
along 
major 
roads 
provide 
availability. 


ONE CONVENIENCE store 
will avoid settling by another, 
unless a site analysis proves it 
still profitable, but a nearby su­ 
permarket is not a deterrent as 
it is not the small store’s com­ 
petitor.

It is 
there to provide the forgotten 
items,

Increased mobility and 
sophisticated marketing

niques unintentionally but final­ 
ly put the owner-operator gro­ 
cer out of business. 
Then the convenience store 
came along to combine the 
knowledge of big-store mer­ 
chandising with the 
remem­ 
bered friendly charm of the old 
country store. 
“We were one of the origina­ 
tors of the concept of a fran­ 
chise store,” according to Lewis 
C. Carroll, vice president and 
general manager of the 10-year- 
old Convenient Food Mart, Inc. 
“The idea was, it will fill a 
need of a true 
neighborhood 
store,” Carroll continued. “ Our 
thought was to help local owner- 
operators 
by 
offering 
them 
guidance. 
“ WE PROVIDE ALL the ex­ 


pertise that supermarkets have 
access to and combine it with a 
local operator. We like to think 
a person with his own money 
invested in a business will be 
more friendly and a better busi­ 
nessman than a paid manager. 
“We provide chain-type ser­ 
vice but we hope we have the 
old-time neighborhood 
atmos­ 
phere.” 
Stillings said, “ We sell ser­ 
vice as much as products.” 
Under the franchise system, a 
store is purchased and the own­ 
er-operator trained and 
pro­ 
vided a comprehensive oper­ 
ating program. Parent com­ 
panies send around store mer­ 
chandisers to help with prob­ 
lems, offer advice and continue 
the on-the-job training process 
of merchandising and account­ 
ing. 
“We insist that all our owners 
operate the store themselves,” 
said Robert G. Robertson, oper­ 
ations manager of White Hen 
Pantry. “We have no absentee 
ownerships. They are all fran­ 
chised and operate their own 
business.” 
STORE 
OWNERS, 
though 


they put in long hours, can 
make from $15,000 to $30,000 a 
year. 8-Eleven guarantees 
a 
minimum wage of $16,400 per 
year. 
M i l t o n Rosenberg, general 
manager of Open Pantry, fig­ 
ured a store does a business of 
from $5,000 to $7,500 a week. 
“As a rule, it’s a family busi­ 
ness,” Rosenberg said. “ They 
have to live in the area because 
of the hours.” 
“ It involves at least a man 
and wife,” Robertson said of 
the business. 
Two general managers said 
prices in convenience stores are 
generally a little higher in al­ 
most all commodities because 
of higher operating costs per 
square foot than in the super­ 
market operation. 
Others said small stores offer 
competitive prices, especially 
on volume purchase items, such 
as coffee, 
sugar, detergents, 
flour and oil. 
“PRICES ARE slightly high­

Cook­ 
ing time may vary, and 
you should check the beef 
with a fork during the last 
hour. It should be tender 
but not mushy. 
Allow to cook in the 
juices, then remove the 
beef to a cutting board and 
slice 
thinly 
across 
the 
grain, removing fat if you 
like. 


A FINE HOT dish with 
corned beef sandwiches is 
this recipe for Kohl Slaw 
which I picked up from a 
French Canadian friend. 
In a large skillet fry 
three thick slices of bacon, 
diced, until browned but 


crisp. Pour off fat. Add a 
two-pound head of cabbage 
grated and salt and pepper 
to taste. 
Mix one cup of brown 
sugar in % cup of c der 
vinegar and pour over the 
cabbage. Simmer for 45 
minutes to an hour, stir­ 
ring occasionally. I think 
you’ll be delighted with 
this version of hot slaw.

TIPS ’N THINGS 
by Linda Lee 
Carpet buying is probably one of the most awesome 
purchasing tasks before the newlywed couple. There is no 
reason why the whole job must be done at once. 
You may decide you want to buy area rugs for the 
living and dining room area now that can later be trans­ 
ferred to the bedrooms when final choicees on living room 
carpting are made. Regardless of what your carpeting 
plans are, you should know what to expect from the carpet 
or rug you are buying. 
A good wool carpet has by nature the live luxurious 
look and warm, appealing touch that is the goal of man­ 
made fibers. It can give you excellent wear depending on 
the price range you choose from. 
In the synthetic field, nylon carpeting prices closely 
parallel wool carpeting prices in terms of price for use. 
This fiber is easily cleaned, resists waterborne stains and 
is a strong fiber with high abrasion-resistance. It is some­ 
times used in blends to reinforce the strength of other 
fibers. 
The acrylics start slightly higher in price than the 
nylon carpet fibers. They have good to excellent wearing 
qualities depending on the price. Rayon fiber is recom­ 
mended for temporary use of situations where economy is 
the primary consideration. 
The best advice in all fibers is buy the best you can 
afford. If necessary, cut down on size rather than quality. 
Medium colors or neutrals hide dirt better than pastels 
or dark shades. Tweeds or multi-color carpeting conceal 
footprints and dirt better than solid colors do. 


Any winter sports group will 
welcome a hearty sandwich 
and hot beverage after vigor­ 
ous outdoor exercises. 
Juicy, hot hamburgers have

Cook the patties on one 
side, then turn and brown 
them slightly on the other side. 
Then top each one with a gen­ 
erous spoonful of 
crumbled 
American blue cheese blended 
with an equal amount of but­ 
ter. 
Continue cooking just until 
cheese melts slightly. Serve 
promptly plain or on toasted, 
buttered buns. French fries 
and a piping hot beverage will 
top off this special after-sports 
snack. 
BLUEBURGERS also can be 
made by crumbling the Ameri­ 
can blue cheese directly on the 
patties. 
Individual taste 
ill 
determine whether you prefer 
the cheese and butter spread 
or the crumbled cheese over 
the burger. 


Only a little of the sharply 
pungent blue cheese is needed 
to transform ordinary ham­ 
burgers into distinctive Blue­ 
burgers. 
The creamy, blue- 
marbled cheese is relatively 
low in calories.

Add 
frozen beans. Cook over low 
heat, stirring often with a fork 
to separate beans. Cover and 
cook until tender. (Add water, 
if needed.) Add remaining in­

Ladies, if you love your men­ 
folk, you’ll st(^ serving them 
such fat-rich foods as banana 
cream pies, hot buttered bis­ 
cuits and fried chicken. 
These high-fat and high-cho- 
lest^ol foods are hard on the 
heart, and the male seems 
more prone to heart and heart- 
related diseases than the fe­ 
male. 
While it’s still true that one 
sure way to a man’s heart is 
through his stomach, if the 
path is going to lead him to his 
grave via heart disease, better 
think again about what you’re 
setting on the meal table each 
day. 
THIS MATTER of heart and 
diet is of special concern to the 
American Heart Association, 
and to help homemakers plan 
meals that are taste-temi^ing 
bot low in fat and cholesterol, 
the North Cook County Heart 
Association held a worksh(^ in 
Evanston last week. 
That women are concerned 
about the problem was evi­ 
denced by the numbers who 
turned out for the workshop. 
They jammed the Frank Audi­ 
torium of Evanston Hospital at 
the first session and then filled 
it full a second time. There 
were still women around to 
hear the lecture by Dr. Jules 
Hirsch of New York’s Rock­ 
efeller University at the third 
session. 
DR. HIRSCH, who is en-i 
gaged in obesity research, told 
the women what has been 
learned about fat people. 
Those of us who need to shed 
m a y b e 20 to 30 pounds 
w o u l d n ’ t qualify for Dr. 
Hirsch’s research. He takes 
only petóle who weigh 300 
pounds or more. But what has 
been learned about these ex­ 
tremely 
overweight 
persons 
can be applied to aU humans. 
In his research Dr. Hirsch 
discovered that fat cells not 
only gorw bigger as a person 
gets fat, but they also incres^ 
in number. He f(Nind that while 
the lean person has about 27 
trillion fat cells, the obese per­ 
son has 77 trillion. 
W ILL POW ER isn’t enough 
to lose this weight, he said. 
The only way to get rid of ex­ 
cess pounds is to cut caloric 
intake. And even then, the 
cells only shrink in size; they 
don’t disappear. 
In his studies Dr. Hirsch 
learned that obese persons are 
unusually sensitive to regain­ 
ing weight and can put on 
pounds with less calories than 
a normal person. This led him 
to question whether there may 
be something in fat individuals 


that triggers obesity. 
HIS LATEST research in­ 
dicates this something may be 
the early feeding habits we in­ 
still in children. Over-feeding 
in infancy may create obesity 
problems for the individual lat­ 
er in life. More research is 
needed to determine what in 
the infant’s diet causes fat 
cells to mult^ly, but even now, 
without further research, mod­ 
eration is advised. 
Some other interesting infor­ 
mation about the relation of 
diet to heart health problems, 
including diabetes, came out of 
the workshop. 
DR. SHELDON Berger, coor­ 
dinator 
of research labora­ 
tories at Evanston Hospital, 
noted that many Americans 
consume 75 per cent or more

These high-fat and high-cho- 
lesterol fends are hard on the 
heart, and the male seems 
more prone to heart and heart- 
related diseases than the fe­ 
male. 
While it’s still true that one 
sure way to a man’s heart is 
through his stomach, if the 
path is going to lead him to his 
grave via heart disease, better 
think again about what you’re 
setting on the meal table each 
day. 
____ 
THIS MATTER of heart and 
diet is of special concern to the 
American Heart Association, 
and to help homemakers plan 
meals that are taste-tempting 
bot low in fat and cholesterol, 
the North Cook County Heart 
Association held a workshop in 
Evanston last week. 
That women are concerned 
about the problem was evi­ 
denced by the numbers who 
turned out for the workshop. 
They jammed the Frank Audi­ 
torium of Evanston Hospital at 
the first session and then filled 
it full a second time. There 
were still women around to 
hear the lecture by Dr. Jules 
Hirsch of New York’s Rock­ 
efeller University at the third 
session. 
DR. HIRSCH, who is en­ 
gaged in obesity research, told 
the women what has been 
learned about fat people. 
Those of us who need to shed 
m a y b e 20 to 30 pounds 
w o u l d n ’ t qualify for Dr. 
Hirsch’s research. He takes 
only people who weigh 300 
pounds or more. But what has 
been learned about these ex­ 
tremely 
overweight 
persons 
can be applied to all humans. 
In his research Dr. Hirsch 
discovered that fat cells not 
only gorw bigger as a person 
gets fat, but they also increase 
in number. He found that while 
the lean person has about 27 
trillion fat cells, the obese per­ 
son has 77 trillion. 
WILL POWER isn’t enough 
to lose this weight, he said. 
The only way to get rid of ex­ 
cess pounds is to cut caloric 
intake. And even then, the 
cells only shrink in size; they 
don’t disappear. 
In his studies Dr. Hirsch 
learned that obese persons are 
unusually sensitive to regain­ 
ing weight and can put on 
pounds with less calories than 
a normal person. This led him 
to question whether there may 
be something in fat individuals
